ALLIES KEEP UP ATTACK 


French and British Forces Re­ 


port More Progress. 


london. Sept. 30.— The allies’ great 
offensive in 
Artois and the Chara- 
pH ai n** iri still being persevered in and. 
according to French accounts, which, 
however, are contradicted by the Her­ 
man official reports, further progress 
has been made in both areas. 
In Artois the French claim to have 
reached hill 140, which lies directly 
east of Viray and is the culminating 
point of the crests named after that 
town. 
The importance of the hill lies in 
the tact that it commands the plains 
to the east, the network of roads and 
tile railway 
which runs from 
liens 
southward 
So far as Champagne is concerned 
the French appear at present to he 
making their chief effort toward the 
railroad junction north of Massiges, 
which accounts for tile desperate ef­ 
forts of tile Hermans to stem the tide 
and for tile crown prince's counter 
stroke in the Argonne, as this railway 
connects the Herman army In the A r­ 
gonne with its base at Vouzters. 
Perhaps the heaviest fighting since 
the offensive begun is now going on, 
for the British are attacking the Het­ 
man third line of defense south of tai 
Hassee canal and the Hermans have 
brought 
up 
reinforcements 
against 
both the British and the French aud 
are making every effort to retrieve 
tile lost ground.

say, has been denuded of troops, while 
Herman detachments are even being

the armies took up their present po­

French Are Striking Hard. 


The Hermans are trying to divert 
the allies by a heavy artillery bom­ 
bardment 
north 
and 
south of 
the 
Aisuc, but, plans having been made 
by Heneral 
Joffre, the 
French 
are 
striking with all the force at their 
command at the points selected. 
It Is reported that the Herman em­ 
peror has arrived at the western front 
and that he has already dismissed 
some 
of his 
generals far 
allowing 
their lines to be pushed back to al­ 
most the breaking point. 
Despite the transfer of some troops 
to the west tile Hermans continue to 
strike 
hard at 
the Russians, 
pru< • 
ti* ally all along their front. 
Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg is delivering 
heavy strokes against Dvinsk. while 
his colleagues on his right is pushing 
forward to the east of Y’ilelka and 
Molodecbno in an attempt to turn the 
Russian position, and has now reach­ 
ed a point to the north of Minsk, while 
another army is advancing on from 
the southwest. 
Field Marshal von M&ckensen and 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria apparently 
are inactiv 
owing doubtless to the 
marshes, which are Dow impassable, 
but 
Heneral von 
Linsingen is 
still 
pressing hard on the Russians In Vol- 
hynia. 
It is expected that the weather will 
soon put an end to the operations in 
the east, as with the continued rains 
the rivers cannot be forded, and the 
Russians, wherever possible, are get­ 
ting behind them.
